WASHINGTON, March 2 (AP).— 
The British freighter Southgate, 
which reported a submarine attack 
northeast of Puerto Rico last night, 
was found today by American naval 
planes, which said the vessel ap- 
peared to be in no danger. 

The Navy Department released 
the following wireless from Capt. 
W. W. Bradley, aboard the de- 
strover McLeish: 

' “Southgate located by planes, no 
apparent danger.” 

The navy was without immediate 
explanation as to why the 4862- 
ton merchantman had flashed its 
S. S S.—“attacked by submarine”— 
but in San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
there was speculation that the ap- 
pearance of a United States sub- 
marine near ‘the freighter might 
have caused the alarm. 

In Washington, however, offi- 
cials checked this possibility and 
said it had been established defi- 
nitely that there was no American 
submarine anywhere near the posi- 
tion given by the Southgate when 
the distress message was flashed.

An official Finnish review for 
February of the Russian invasion, 
which began Nov. 30, contended. 

“Abandoning our toremost posi- 
tions is not of decisive significance 
in the defense system of the 
isthmus.

The Finnish review said 251 Rus- 
sian planes had been shot down in 
February, with 53 additional re- 
ports still awaiting confirmation.

Concerning the fighting on the 
Eastern frontier, north of Lake La- 
doga, the review said the Finnish 
army there had shown “its ca- 
pacity for successful operations.” 

“Shattering of the Eighteenth Di-

Although the Russians entered 
more open terrain after encircling 
Lakes Muolaa and Ayrapaa the 
pace of their advance has been 
held down by fierce Finnish re- 
sistance. The Finns are also re- 
ported to still be contesting Uuras 
and other southeastern islands in 
Viipuri Bay. Along the coast next 
to these islands the Russians are 
close, too, for they have already 
reached Nuaraa and Sainio, both 
about three miles from Viipuri. 

Meanwhile, aerial warfare is be- 
coming most intense on both sides. 
Soviet raids were scattered chiefly 
yesterday on towns along the rail- 
road lines and at least 14 civilians 
were killed and 16 injured. Some 
of these towns have now been 
bombed savagely scores of times. 
By sending big squadrons of bomb- 
ers and fighters over the’ northern 
part of the isthmus, the Russians 
are trying to disrupt the isthmus 
rearguard to the utmost, including 
the hydro-electric plants at Ima- 
tra. But Finnish planes have coun- 
ter-attacked with great effective- 
ness and 14 Russian machines are 
reported to have been shot down. 


MOSCOW, March 2 (AP). — The 
Russian army reported its troops 
were advancing into the southern 
outskirts of Viipuri last night and 
that the Finns were setting fire 
to the ancient port. 

The Lningrad military headquar- 
ters communique said the envelop- 
ing offensive against Viipuri “con- 
tinued successfully” from two direc-

The communique said 922 Finnish 
defensive fortifications had been 
captured from Feb. 11 to March 1. 
In addition, the communique said 
the Russians captured 506 guns, 
2732 machine guns, 19 tanks, 20,000 
shells, 10,000 rifles and more than 
14,000,000 cartridges. 

The localities reported captured 
included Heinjoki, about 14 miles 
east of Viipuri; Paakkolankoski 
waterfall on the Vuoksi River; Tali, 
a station on the Viipuri-Serdobol 
railway; and Cape Keijasniemi, on 
the western coast of Viipuri Bay, 
and Mannikkala. 

Eleven Finnish planes were 
downed in aerial combat, the Rus- 
sians said, bringing to 191 aircraft 
reported destroyed from Feb. 11 to 
March 1. During this period the 
Red army said it lost only 21 
planes.

ASSASSINS WOUND 
FORMER MACHADO AD 


Former Cuban Ambassador to 
U. S., Dr. Orestes Ferrara, 
Attacked by Men in Auto. 


HAVANA, March 2 (AP).—Po- 
lice said today they expect arrésts 
shortly in the attempted assassina- 
tion of Dr. Orestes Ferrara, mem- 


ber of Cuba’s Constituent Assem- 
bly and former Ambassador to the 
United States, wounded in the back 
by assailants who fired machine- 
gun bullets into his automobile. 

The chauffeur, Rufino Alvarez, 
was killed. Ferrara is in emergency 
hospital. 

The assailants’ machine, bearing 
United tSates license plates, injured 
a pedestrian as it sped away after 
the shooting yesterday. 

Ferrara had returned to Havana 
only a few weeks ago from the 
United States—the second time he 
sought haven there. He fled last 
November after his bodyguard, 
Miguel Malmaseda, was shot and 
killed in front of the Ferrara home. 

He left the country with other 
members of the Government of the 
late President Gerardo Machado in 
1933. He then was Secretary of 
State. He had served in Washing- 
ton from 1926 to 1932.

Leaflets Dropped in Berlin. 

Thousands of leaflets were scat- 
tered over the Berlin area, the com- 
munique added, and parachute 
flares were dropped “to drive home 


once again over the capital of the 
Reich.” 

It was the stxth flight the Brit- 
ish have reported making over 
Berlin in the six months since war 
started, and the first time this 
week that wide-ranging Royal Air 
Force scouts have drawn the fire 
of Nazi anti-aircraft guns. The 
communique said the British scouts 
reconnoitered “important towns” 
in Northwest Germany and “kept | 
watch” on seaplane bases at Ber- 
kum, Nordany and Syit. 

The returning pilots reported 
their appearance over Berlin caused 
intense activity” as pale blue 
searchlights stabbed the darkness 
in a vain effort to spot the enemy.

Three Credit Lines. 

The bank now has three main 
credit lines—Finland and Scan- 
dinavia, Latin America and China. 
Technically, loans are made on 
commercial basis, but the na- 
tion's foreign policy has fitted 
closijly to this credit policy. 

Under the new law, the bank can 
have $200,000,000 of loans outstand- 
ing at any one time. With the 
new Finnish loan and the $15,000,- 
000 credit given Sweden the 
bank’s loans now amount to about 
3100,000, 000.

“Beyond that it is an essential 
protection for the working popula- 
tion against the ups and downs of 
business, aginst the crises of specu- 
lation, derangement of currencies 
and arbitrary rule of gold. 

“It (autarchy) compels peoples 
to set their hdnds to work, to use 
heir heads in order to make the 
utmost —_ use of what they 
have and to use economically what 
has been allotted to them. It is 
thus a creative principle. Ethical 
justification for autarchic policies 
is therefore as undeniable as is the 
system of clea and direct bar- 
ter developed by in trad- 
ing with other nations.

Apparently; there is nothing so outrageous that 
some St. Louis real estate speculators will not stoop 
to it. One would have thought that the exposure 
of the “straw-party” deals in the property of closed 
banks at the expense of the depositors, and in gross 
violation of the most ordinary decency, would have 
given pause to the most unscrupulous profit-grabber. 
Not: at all! 

Now comes the news that the same “straw-party” 
device has been used to buy up lots in the two 
sites selected by the St. Louis Housing Authority 
tor low rental projects, 

No doubt, speculators in such property hope to 
hold up the Authority for a much higher price 
than they paid. That, in gouging the Authority, they 
really are raising the rents that must ultimately 
be paid by those most in need of decent living 
quarters and least able to pay for them is, of 
course, of no concern to these snatchers. 

No doubt, they feel that there is no room for senti- 
ment in business. Probably the only reason they 
do not empty beggars’ cups is because they are: full 
of penniés rather than dollars—or because there is 
a policeman on the corner. 

The transactions in question were negotiated by 
employes of the Dubinsky Realty Co. and an asso- 
ciate of the Silverblatt Realty Co. They have ex- 
plained that they acted, not in their own behalf, but 
for clients, and that titles are to be transferred from 
the “straw parties” to these buyers. Yet if these 
transactions were in good faith, why was it neces- 
sary to resort to the odious “straw man” device? 

What makes these deals particularly reprehensible 
is the fact that they were apparently based on in- 
formation obtained through a leak in the Housing 
Authority organization. Just to prevent this kind 
of speculative buying and the consequent rige in land 
costs, which might defeat the whole purpose of the 
Authority, Chairman William C. Connett had re- 
fused to disclose the location of the sites, except in 
the most general terms. 

Of course, their exact description was made 
public with the discovery of the “straw deals“ 
most of which were completed in December and 
January—so that a few greedy individuals would not 
remain in exclusive possession of information that 
might enable them to take unfair advantage of 
present owners of the property. 

This was the obvious first step for the Authority 
in the light of developments. It may not put an 
end to speculative buying in the two areas, but it 
will, at least, put buyer and seller on even terms. 

Speculation is more likely to be checked, however, 
by the knowledge that the Authority has the power 
to protect itself against paying more than it con- 
siders a fair price for any parcel it needs. In the 
first place, it may resort to condemnation rather 
Secondly, it may abandon the 
present sites altogether and leave the speculators 
to stew in their own rancid juices. 

So the dollar-hungry gentlemen behind the “straw 
men” do not have nearly so good a prospect of easy 
profit as they may have believed. However, the fact 
that they may have overreached themselves can- 
not be advanced in mitigation of their odorous 
scheme. These sales simply prove that nothing is 
too low for a “straw dealer.”

Instead, it 
will be a topic for study, investigation and discussion 
by a group of informed citizens.‘ It will mean a 
vigilant eye kept upon the doings of school admin- 
istrators- and board members.

OR many years there has been a grow- 
F ing dissatisfaction with the present 

method of nominating and electing 
Judges of the Supreme Court of Missouri, 
the three Courts of Appeals and the Circuit 
and Probate Judges of the City of St. Louis 
and Jackson County. 

Candidates for those important judicial 
offices are now compelled to participate in 
primary ang election campaigns which con- 
sume much of their time, call for substan- 
tial expense and inevitably involve them in 
political obligations which may affect their 
administration of justice. 

The American Bar Association and our 
State and city bar associations have been 
planning for several years to improve the 
administration of justice and the method 
of selecting our Judges. 

The Missouri Institute for the Administra- 
tion of Justice was formed about three years 
ago by a state-wide group of laymen and 
lawyers to support actively two measures, 
one of which has been partially effective 
through action of the General Assembly 
authorizing the Supreme Court of Missouri 
to submit rules of practice and procedure 
at the 1941 session of the Legislature. 

The second measure is now being sup- 
ported by the Missouri Institute for fhe 
Administration of Justice, which is con- 
ducting a campaign to amend the Constitu-

Should a Judge fail of election, the Gov- 
ernor would appoint his successor by select- 
jng one from a new list of three to be sub- 
mitted by the same Judicial Commission 
having jurisdiction to nominate candidates 
for that court. 

The plan embodied in the proposed amend- 
ment is designed to remove, so far as is 
possible, our Judges from politics without 
preventing the people from voting on the 
question of whether or not such Judges 
shall be continued in office. 

It is the opinion of those who have studied 
this question for many years that the plan 
proposed combines the merits of both the 
appointive and elective systems of selecting 
Judges. 

Business men as well as lawyers are vital- 
ly interested in the administration of justice 
and everyone familiar with the records of 
the courts realizes that we must depend 
upon the character and ability of Judges 
for a satisfactory administration of justice 
in our courts.

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THE COSTLY MOSENTHIEN ISLAND PLAN. 

As aviation grows and progresses, St. Louis will 
need additional airport facilities. So for some years, 
plans for converting Mosenthien Island, opposite 
North St. Louis, into à large air field and park 
have been talked about. Thus far, they have never 
advanced beyond the discussion stage. The subject 
is again brought to public notice by a report on the 
proposal, just issued by a committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce Air Board. 

Many advantages are found in the plan, but the 
committee finds one serious obstacle: the tremendous 
cost. And a figure of more than $26,000,000 assuredly 
seems extremely high for a new airport.

TAFT SAYS NEW DEAL 
THWARTS ENTERPRISE 


Declare Many Bureaus Are 
Dominated by Sympathy 
for Communist Ideals. 


WILMINGTON, Del., March 2 
(AP).—Senator Robert Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, said last night that “sym- 


pathy for Communist ideals” dom- 
inated many administration bureaus 


The result, he declared in an ad- 
dress at a Lion's Club meeting 
here, is to discourage men from 
starting new enterprises and to de- 
stroy, or check the growth, 
existing business. : 

“It increases unemployment and 
prevents prosperity,” he continued. 
“Seven years after every previous 
depression, we have been on the 
crest of new advances. -In 1900, 
seven years after the depression of 
1893—in 1928, seven years after the 
depression of 1921—we had a larger 
national income than we had ever 
had before, and we provided a job 
for every man who wanted a job. 

“Our troubles today have re- 
sulted from the theory which dom- 
inates the New Deal, a planned 
economy in a regimented state.” 


Taft, a candidate for the Repub- 
lican presidential nomination, said 
that President Roosevelt, in his re- 
eent address to the American 
Youth Congress, had acknowledged 
that he sympathized with the ideals 
of Communism when that experi- 
ment was first undertaken in Rus- 
sia, although he denounced present 
conditions there, 

“While the President abhors the 
actions of Mr. Stalin,” Taft said, 
“he does not seem to know that 
everything that Mr. Stalin is do-

Employers should be required to 
bargain with a labor organization 
only as representative of members 
of the union who have individually 
given it authority to bargain for 
them.

WASHINGTION, March 2 (AP).— 
The Civil Aeronautics Authority 
suspended yesterday the pilot cer- 
tificate of Howard F. Dutton of 
Montpelier, Vt., for alleged reck- 
less operation of a plane when act- 
ing as an instructor in the CAA 
pilot training program. 

The Authority also revoked the 
pilot certificate of Chester L. Phil- 
lips Jr., a student at the North] 
Texas Agricultural College at Ar- 
lington, who received dis certifi- 
cate as a result of training under 
the student program. 

The Authority said Dutton last 
Nov. 29, with one of his students 
aS a passenger, landed on, and 
took off from, the parade ground 
of Norwich University, which is 
surrounded on three sides by build- 
ings. Both landing and take-off 
were made downwind and toward 
the end of the parade’ ground, 
which is blocked by buildings. 

No Rules Violated. 


In making the landing and take- 
off, the Authority said, Dutton did 
not violate any of its regulations, 
“but the voluntary performance of 
such a hazardous maneuver indi- 
cates the necessity for action by 
the Authority designed to prevent 
a recurrence of any such incident.” 

In the case of Dutton, the Au- 
thority commented: 

“Students must receive instruc- 
tion designed to instill in them a 
desire to abide by the rules and 
principles of safe flying. Such in- 
struction cannot be given merely 
by lecturing to a student upon the 
necessity and wisdom of careful 
flying, but must be accompanied 
by continuous exemplary operation 
on the part of the instructor. Noth- 
ing can be accomplished by an in- 
structor who, in effect, advises his 
student, Don't do as I do; do as 
I Say.“ 

The opinion said Dutton had 
been removed as an instructor in 
the pilot training program at Nor- 
wich University. 

Incident Involving Phillips. 

Phillips, the Authority said, rent- 
ed a plane at Fort Worth last 
Nov. 28 and with a fellow student 
flew to the campus of John Tarlton 
College at Stephenville. 

“A large crowd of students were

him. 

She said Plant fatally shot her 
husband on Feb. 14, and wounded 
her as she tried to shield Caldwell.
